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SOUDAN EXPEDITION. 




After year* of hesitation Great Britain 
ha* at laat concluded to reconquer the 
Houdan and to subdue Abdullah, the 
cii.eJ ruler of that country. Until 1882 
the Houdan, or Nlgi it in, was partly sub- 
ject to the khedive of Kgypt who main 
tallied hia suzerainty by means of 
British support. In July, 1881, Mo- 
hammed Ahmed, a carpenter of Don- 
ffoln, carried away by religious fanati- 
cism ami an uncontrolable hatred of for- 
eign influence, declared himself n 
juophet (mnlidi) and succeeded in hav- 
ing himself recognized us such by the 




Of the Khnllftt Rlatln any. that, after 
the Mnhdl'a death, he and hi. follower, 
•'entered Into the wildest excesses— 
drunkenness, riotous living nnd de- 
bauchery of every soit: and they nut Li- 
ned to their fullest extent the vicious 
jiasslons which are so prevalent among 
the Soudanese." When this state of af- 
fairs became know n, many tribes revol t- 
cd and secured their independence; es- 
pecially those who wer« not permitted 
to share in the plunder secured In the 
raids against ndjaqjslt states. Since
